Tiibkb  are  few  thing*  which  mark  a  people's 
civilization  more  clearly  or  correctly  than  it* 
road*.  The  wild  Indian  *br  African  move*  from 
one  place  to  auother  by  tedious  and  |>oorly  niaik.  J 
paths,  oftetier  without  any  ;■  while  in  a  tiviliaed 
country,  roqds  straight,  well  built,  and  of  e**y 
grade,  rapidly  convey  the  traveler  to  hi*  destina¬ 
tion.  Rood*  are  not  often  referred  to  in  the 
earlier  day*  of  the  world'*  history  ;  hut  we  know 
that  a  few  main  lines  existed,  ruuuiug  Ea*l  aud 
Went,  by  which  the  Persian  and  A*»yrhui  m.>u 
arc  hi*  led  their  armiee  to  (ireece,  PalpaTth*  or 
Egypt.  They  Md  have  been  poor,  however, 
for  many  month*  were  consumed  on  matches, 
which  the  Kouioua,  in  their  prime,  made  in  fewer 
w  eek*.  The  Israelite*,  soon  alter  the  r  settleiflNrt 
in  1’alealiue,  made  rood*  leading  to  the  Cilia*  of 
Refuge,  a*  well  a*  a  few  other  high  way*,  lu  the 
great  disorder  existing  during  the  tunes  of  the 
Judges,  these  tell  into  such  a  had  couditiuu  that 
they  were  “  unoccupied,"  a*  we  learu  from  the 
bong  of'Deborah,  about  18utbH.C. 

“  The  high-way*  wer*  unoccupied. 

The  traveler*  walked  through  by-ways. " 

But  the  Romans  were  the  first  natioff*  to  ex¬ 
hibit  on  appreciation  of  the  iui|>orteur«  of  roe*  a, 
aud  skill  in  their  construction ;  particularly  from 
.the  lime  of  Julius  Casa r.  That  wonderful  man 
was  not  only  great  as  on  oritofr,  a  general,  and  a 
statesman,  but  a*  a  pHbtical  engineer  aud  builder. 
‘•From  hi*  time,  rowds  were  opened  with  vast 
expenditure  of  Inbev,  through  the  pruviuoee  that 
the  Romans  captured,  aud  linea  of  communica¬ 
tion  maintained  through  bonthern'  and  Weatoru 
Eurujie,  extending  through  portions  of^Alrtca 
and  Asia.  Thu  islands  of  the  Mediterranean  were 
cruseed  by  thoir  rood* ;  and  in  England,  a  main 
jlb/fetT  through  the  country  North  and  South, 
and  another  from  Meet  to  West.  No  pain*  were 
■pored  lu  giving  to  these  work*  a  permanent 
character;  and  the  thorough  manner  of  their 
construction,  not  aurpeeeed  by  the  Ibsdi  of  modern 
tiinep,  is  proof  of  their  extraordinary  engineer¬ 
ing  skill  in  this  department."  The  study  of 
the  ol<!  Roman  roads,  many  regains  of  which 
■till  exist,  is  deeply  interesting  and  useful  to  the 


affairs,  the  world  of  the  present  day  owe*  much 
to  those  old  Roman*,  so  it  i*  no  lea  indebted  to 
them  for  the  art  of  road  and  bridgeJniihling. 

ii-*  — » — l  a> _ i-A  l»— i  .
